ANISH SAND eel trawlers 

have been exposed as being 
responsible for the destruction of 
North Sea fish stocks 
The huge trawlers take over a mil- 
lion tons of sand eels from the sand 
banks of the North Sea every year. 
To maximise their catch they uti- 
lise nets, often with mesh as fine 
as 5mm, that literally sieve every 
living thing from the waters imme- 
diately above the sand banks. 
Gullible European Union fisheries 
inspectors believed Danish claims 
that their catches were “clean” (i.e. 
wholly sand eel) and that their fish- 
ing techniques had no detrimental 
impact upon other species. Until, that 
is, Danish trawler Benny Dorthe was 
inspected and 40 per cent of its catch 
was made up of illegally caught juve- 
nile haddock and cod!. This environ- 
mentally destructive catch amounted 
to some 114 tons, or over a million 
individual undersized fish! 
Understandably the incident has 
alarmed and appalled British 
fishermen for it partly explains 
the sharp drop in mature white 
fish stocks in the North Sea. 
Grimsby Fish Producers spokesman, 
Jim Limstead, summed things up: 
“Tt would take just 400 similar 
Benny Dorthe landings to equate to 
the UK’s entire haddock quota of 
41,000 tons.”

of the Earth (FoE) has found 
that over three in every five apples 
on sale in our supermarkets are 
imported! 
The FoE survey found that British 
apples amounted to just 39% of 
apples on sale on supermarket 


* shelves, 50% of those on sale in 


local greengrocers and 55% on 
market stalls! 

Amongst supermarkets, the Co-Op 
was the worst offender, with home 
grown apples making up a misera- 
ble 28% of those on sale. Nor were 
Morrisons at 31% or Safeways with 
32% much better! Only one major 
supermarket chain had more British 
apples available than imported ones 
and that was Marks & Spencers with 
56%. 

So much for spurious supermarket 
claims to be supporting British pro- 
ducers! 

The survey also revealed that apples 
were generally cheaper in local 
greengrocers and on market stalls.
